MILWAUKEE. 


The Crossing Aceident. 
„ MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 4.—|Special.]—The 
bodies of Prosper Humbert and James R. 
Fisher, who were killed by the ca.s yesterday

He owned 200 acres of land, well stocked with 


valuable sheep, and was reputed to be worth 
$20,000. Fisher lived at Caldwell’s Prairie for 
many years and accumulated a fortune by 
sheep-breeding. He sold out his business 
two years ago and went to live 
at Southfield, Mich. He was 50 years 
of age and unmarried. Mr. Fisher 
afrived in Milwaukee yesterday morning on his 
way to Caldwell's Prairie to Visit friends and 
relatives. He met Mr. Humbert at the Layton 
House shortly before the accident, and accept- 
ed an invitation to ride to his destination, the 
former having come to the city with a load of 
produce Tuesday and was returning with a load 
of coal. The crossing where the accident oc- 
curred is at the foot of two hills, and has long 
been considered a dangerous place. The truck 
east of the crossing can be seen only a short 
distance, and, it is said, it is aimost impossible 
to check a beavily-laden wagon going down- 
bill. Coroner Fricke impaneled a jury today. 


The jurors visited the scene of the accident at 2 


oe’ clock this afternoon. 


Allegations of Fraud.

SECRETARY FOLGER DEAD 


Sudden Demise of the Head of the 
Treasury Department at Ge- 
neva, N. L. 

His Last Days Filled with Suffering 
Sorrowing Townsmen and 
Friends. 


Action Taken at Washington—The Seo- 
retary’s Record as a Public 
Man. 


— 


THE LAST OF EARTH. 
MR. FOLGER'S SUDDEN DEATH—HIS ILLNESS. 
GreNEva, N. V., Sept. 4.—/Special.|—The 
death of Secretary Charles J. Folger at his 
home on Main street, in this village, at 4:55 


this afternoon was a great.shock to the people 


here. He came home from Wasbington 
two weeks ago, prostrated in body. His 
friends at once noticed his greatly-al- 
tered physical appearance, which showed 
overwork. His face was haggurd and care- 
worn, and his eyes sunken. For two days the 
Secretary was confined to his room, and there 
was fear that he would not survive. The 
foliowing Saturday, however, he was able to 
ride out. For four days he enjoyed short rides 
each day with his physician or nurse, and bopes 
were entertained that he would be able to re- 
turn to Washington. A week ago, however, 
he suffered a relapse and was once more 
confined to his room. His physician, 
Dr. Smith, then became more alarmed 
and saw that unless unusual care and 
attention was given the patient he certainly 
could live but a few days. His breathing be- 
came hourly more labored, and he could not be 
allowed to recline at length for fear death would 
instantly occur. His heart beat very feebly, and 
at times it seemed as though it bad stopped 
altogether. Stimulants were resorted to to 
keep up his blood circulanon. The Secretary 
spoke very hopefully of his recovery in a few 
weeks, and his excellent spirits inspired those 
about his chair, in which he was compelled to 
sit, with the hope that perhaps he would sur- 
vive. Last Monday his symptoms were very 
unfavorable, and from that time uutil his 
death Dr. Smith was almost constantly with the 
Secretary. Physically, he grew weaker cach 
day, but his mind remained perfectly clear. 
He spoke several times indirectly of death, 
but never directly. Notwithstanding the ad- 
vice of his physiciange to the contrary, he in- 
sisted on having all letters and mes- 
sages from Washington brought to him 
abd he dictated answers to each of 
them. Yesterday afternoon he had another 
hemorrhage and rapidly lost strength after 
that. Last evening he had quite a long sleep 
but was wakeful later in the night owing to the 
pain at his heart and trouble in breathing. 

This morning he show evidence of rapid 
decline and the physicians saw that 
death would ensue during the next 
twelve hours. He, however, did not 
seem to realize that death was 80 
near. A bundle of letters arrived from Was- 
ington and he insisted upon knowing their con- 
tents, but none of them demanded answers. 
He partook of slight nourishment during the 
morning. At noon a steady decline set in, but 
his mind remained cool and calm. He 
asked that Dr. Foster be GAlled from 
Clifton Springs to see him and that his sister 
be also called from Canandiagua. Early in the 
afternoon.to Capt. Joseph Lewis, an old friend. 
he spoke feebly but at some length concerning 
certain private money matters in the Geneva 
bank and asked that they be attended to at 
once, 

THE FINAL STRUGGLE. 

At a little after 4 o'clock he asked if it was 
not about time for Dr. Foster, and a little later 
said: My eyes are growing dim; I cannot 
see, and at the same time he asked for 
more stimulants. These were his last words. 
His mind was perfectly clear up to 
4:40, when he became unconscious and leaned 
forward in his easy-chair. Stimulants were ad- 
ministered, but it was impossible to revive 
bim. Atthis moment Dr. Foster arrived, but 
the Secretary was too near death to recognize 
him. He gasped forafew minutes, and died 
at 4:45. 

The Secretary leaves three children, Charles, 
who is at Alexandria, Va., and two daughters, 
Susan and Jennie, who are in the Adriondacks. 
The Secretary steadily refused to have any of 
these apprised of his condition. He will be 
buried in Geneva Cemetery by the side of his 
wife, who died seven years ago. 

FURTHER DETAILS. 

Geneva, N. ., Sept. 4.—Secretary Folger 
died at 4:55 this afternoon. The only persons 
present were Mrs. Hart, bis deceased wife's 
sister; Dr. Knapp, his family physician; Dr. 
A. B. Smith, and his colored servant James. 
Dr. Smith and Capt. J. 8. Lewis had left 
him but a tew minutes previously. 
Dr. Henry Foster, who has been 
bere two or 
physician arrived on the 4:45 train and was 
conveyed to the Folger mansion by Dr. Smith. 
Mrs, Ernst, the Secretary's sister, arrived by 
the same train. After the three last named 
had entered the dying man gasped twice or 
thrice, and all was over. 

The Secretary returned for the last time to 
Geneva Wednesday evening, the 20th ult. He 
called his family physician the next morning, 
who gives the following diagnosis of the case: 
Great feebleness of the heart's action; conges- 
tion of the middie lobe of the right lung, and 
capillary congestion of the bronchial tubes: 
torpor of the liver; albuminous discharge of 
urine, showing disease of the kidneys. The 
aoctor was informed that the Secretary had had 
hemorrhage of the lungs three times of late. 
before his return. The first was while out 
yachting with friends at New York, on which 
occasion he discharged about a pint of blood. 
Secretary Folger rode out daily until and in- 
cluding the 29th ult., since which time he kept 
his room, but did not wholly aban- 
don official work. He continued to 
answer important letters and _ telegrams 
up to yesterday, and seemed reluctant to give 
up; yet be was by no means unconscious of 
his critical condition. He intrusted to his per- 
sonal friend, Capt. Lewis, final messages to his 
family, and other directions of a con- 
fidential nature. Within a few min- 
utes after the Secretary expired tele- 
grams announcing the sad event were 
dispatched to President Arthur at Newport, 
Assistant-Treasurer Coon, Frank Sperry, his 
private secretary; the Hon. Thomas C. Acton, 
Assistant Treasurer at New York, and Judge 
Andrews of Syracuse. General gloom per- 
vades the people ot Geneva over 
this sudden removal of their de- 
loved townsinan, and men of all parties and 
all conditions in life alike join in expressions 
of sorrow. 


AT WASHINGTON. 
NEWS RECEIVED WITH MORE SORROW 
THAN SURPRISE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 4.—([Special.]— 
The announcement of the death ot Judge 
Folger was received in a private dispatch to 
Acting-Secretary Coon about 6 o'clock this 
evening. It stated merely that Judge Folger 
died at 5 o’clock. The announcement was not 
an entire surprise for the reason that, notwith- 
standing the newspaper announcements that 
Judge Folger was rapidly improving, it was 
known at the Treasury that within the last two 
or three days he had taken to his ped, and that 
his condition was regarded as very unsatisfac- 
tory. His disease here is understood 
have been fatty degeneration 
of the heart. At times within the 
last year he has suffered greatly, and it was 
some time before he fully understood the nat- 
ure of his malady. It may be doubtedif he 
ever did. The only physician who attended him 
here was Dr. Cole, a homeopath, who, some 
months since, removed to New York City, and 
who made visits to Judge Folger here once or 
twice a week, when occasion required. 
Judge Folger talked very little about 
the nature of his ailment, I but in 
a general way it was known that 
his health had been failmg almost continually 
since he entered the Treasury Department. He 
first injured his health by excessive and con- 
scientious application to the duties of his of-

fice. The next great shock to his system was 
disappointment at his defeat for Governor of 
New York. How very great a shock that was 
it will perhaps never be Known. Judge Folger 
entered upon the duties of his great office here 
with an unusual degree of enthusiasm for a 
man of his years. It Was unfortunate for 
him that he brought with him the judi- 
clal and not the executive faculty. He 
treated every case as a Judicial one, found it 
necessary to bear all of even the most 
petty question, and his conclusions, couched in 
a terse, quaint, vi us Old-style English, were 
generally just. He came back here a mouth 
ago determined again to dispose of the vast ac- 
cumulated business before him, but ju a few 
days his strength railed, and he was compelled 
to go to the home from which he was never to 
return. 

The bureau officials decided to close and 
drape the Treasury tomorrow. By a strange 
fatality, upon sending for the decorator who 
always drapes the public buildings it was 
found that he, too, was dead. 

Judge Folger’s death has produced genuine 
s@row throughout the city. The news did not 
reach here until after the department had 
closed. At the meeting Of the bureau officials 
this evening the manifestations of grief were 
most earnest and sincere. Judge Folger was 
always extremely kind and considerate to 
all about him. He had _ endeavored 
to conduct the Treasury upon strict civil- 
service principles. He had made no removals 
except for cause. He bas made most of his 
appointments.on the basis of promotions for 
merit. All the working force of the Treasury 
became attached to him, and his loss will be 
regretted from the humblest o oman to the 
highest bureau officer. + 

MEETING OF TREASURY OFFICIAIS. 

Ata meeting in the Assistant Secretary's 
office at half-past 8 Olek this evening there 
were present Mr. Coon, who presided; Control- 
ler Lawrence, Commissiober Johnson, Treasurer 
Wyman, Commissioner Bvans, Fourth Auditor 
Beardsly; Supervising Architect Bell; Gen. Du- 
mont, Supervising Inspector-General of Steam- 
boats: Mr. Nimmo, Chiefof the Bureau of Sta- 
tistios; Mr. Alexander, Fifth Auditor, and 
Judge Crowell, Acting Sixth Auditor; Mr. 
Coon, on calling the Meeting to order, an- 
nounced the death of Secretary Folger, and 
stated that he had called the officials together 
to advise with him as to the proper action to 
be taken. In the absence of the President, an 
— 4. order to close the department could 
not be had, and he was daw btful of bis authority 
to close it informally, even for a day. He said 
if there were no legal obstacles in the way he 
would close the department tomorrow and 
also the day of the funeral. 

Judge Lawrence, the First Controller, Judge 
Johnson, the Commissioner ot Customs, and 
Mr. Alexander, Fifth Auditor, gave it as 
their opinion that the acting Secretary had the 
authority to close the department informally. 
Mr. Coon, after hearing from these advisors, 
announced that he would issue an order clos- 
ing the department tomorrow informally, and 
stated that he had already ordered the draping 
of the building. He afterwards informed a 
reporter that when department is in- 
formally closed all mail express matter is 
received as usual, but that nothing is sent out 
from the department, and nothing goes on 
record as haying been done that day. He 
said that the relations of 8 Depart- 
ment with the business ef world were such 
that it was important that it should be closed as 
seldom as possible. He thought that by direction 
of the President the Sub-Treasuries and outside 
bureaus of the department would be closed for 
a couple of hours at least the day of the Secre- 
tary’s funeral. 

THE ACTING SECRETARY. 

Mr. Coon, as soon as be received the news of 
the death of the Secretary, notified the Post- 
master-General who is the only Cabinet officer 
in the city, and both sent telegrams to the Pres- 
ident informing the latter that they had re- 
ceived the news of the death of Mr. Foiger. 
Assistant Secretary French of the Treasury has 
been in Kurope for some time, ana is now on 
his way bome. His absence leaves Mr. Coon 
the only Assistant.Secretary here, and he has 
been Acting Secretary since Folger left. 
Under the law he will continue to 
act as Secretary unless the Presi- 
dent should make another appointment tor 
ten days from today. The death of a Cabinet 
officer during his term of office has been a rare 
occurrence in this country. Webster died 
while Secretary of State, and two Secsctaries 
of War—Rollins and Upsbur—and two Post- 
masters-General—Browa and Howe—have died 
while in office, Folger is the first Sccretary of 
the Treasury who has died while holding office. 

THE STRUGGLE WITH DISEASE.: 

Assistant-Secretary Coon said that be bas re- 
ceived several lettere recently from Secretary 
Folger in which he wrote rather despondingly. 
In one alluding to the burden of the work in 
the departments he said that, while he was 
about useless, still he would pack his trunk 
and return to duty if he (Coon) felt that too 
much was laid upon him. In another he re- 
marked that he was in a miserabie plight, 
while a third letter was closed abruptly 
with the remark that he had set out 
to write at length put be felt too weak 
and listiess. Other letters received since were 
dictated to an amanuensis, and, while contain- 
ing clear directions concerning important de- 
partmental matters, also conveyed the intelli- 
gence inserted by the writer that the Secretary 
was a very sick man and capable of only the 
smaliest physical and mental exertion. In one 
letter Acting-Secretary Coon was advised to 
send a cable message to Assistant-Secretary 
French asking him to return at once. Judge 
French was then on his way to Liverpool. 

THE VACANCY. 

In regard to the question of filling a vacancy 
by a temporary appointment Mr. Coon submit- 
ted the question to the Attorney-General on 
the death recently of Sixth Auditor Ela. The 
Attorney-General gave his opinion that a va- 
oanoy occurring by the death of the head of a 
bureau must be filled on the expiration of ten 
days either by temporary “designation or per- 
menent appointment, and that such temporary 
designation ff made could be for ten days. It 
would follow therefore that the vacancy in the 
Treasury may be temporarily filled by an ap- 
pointment for ten days from the 16th inst., and 
must be permanently filled not later than the 
28th inst., Sundays not being counted. 


BIOGRAPHICAL. 
SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF MR. FOLGER. 

Charles J. Folger was born in Nantucket, 
Mass., April 16, 1818. He removed to Geneva, 
New York State, when 12 years old. He was 
graduated from Hobart College (Geneva) in 
1836, with the highest bonors of his class, and 
immediately after began studying law in the 
office of Mark H. Sibly, at Canandaigua. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1839, and soon took 
a prominent position in the profession. In 
1844 he was appointed by the Governor Judge 


| of the Ontario Court of Common Pleas, a posi- 


tion which he held one year. He was also Mas- 
ter and Examiner in Chancery until the Chan- 
cery Court was abolished by the Constitution of 
1846. He was elected County Judge of Ontario 
County in 1851, holding that office four years. 
At that time he was known as a Silas Wright 
Democrat, but, with a consideradle number of 
his party who disagreed on the slavery ques- 
tion, he allied bimself with the Republicans 
soon after the formation of the party, identify- 
ing himself with them in the most pronounced 
manner. 
IN THE STATE SENATE. 

In 1861 he was elected to the State Senate, and 
reélected successively until he had served eight 
years in that body. In the Senate he obtained 
a position of commanding influence by his nat- 
ural ability for political leadership. He was 
the uncompromising enemy of ail jobbery and 
corruption, while at the same time he was an 
able advocate and defender of ali plans of re- 
lief for Union soldiers and their families. An 
eloquent, though, perhaps, a rather too diffuse 
speaker, he had the skill and experience of a 
practical debater. His feud with Gov. Fenton 
was very bitter and gave him many 
opportunities of proving that he could 
be sarcastic when he chose. He was 
also opposed to Boss Tweed and his ring. 
He was Chairman of the Judiciary Committee 
for a time and during two terms he was Presi- 
dent pro tem. of the body. In 1867 he was a 
member of the Constitutional Convention, act- 
ing in that body also as Chairman of the Judi 
ciliary Committee. His last term as State Sena- 
tor expired in the summer of 1869. 

SUB-TREASURER AT NEW YORK. 

Judge Folger was appointed Sub-Treasurer 
at New York Nov. 16, 1869, by President Grant, 
and served until July 1, 1870—seven months and 
fourceen days. During his term of office large 
quantities of prietary and revenue stamps 
were consigned to him for distribution. He 
afterwards set up a claim for $185,296 commis 
sions on the sales of these stamps, which came 
to him in unbroken packages and were dis- 
posed of without the seals having been broken. 


The United States Court of Claims held, how- 
ever, that the commissions were intended by 
Congress for the purchasers of the stamps 
buying in quantities and that the object of the 
law was to give the same discount to persons 
obtaining stamps of Postmasters orS ub-Treas- 
urers as would be given them when buying di- 
rect of the Treasury Department in Washington. 
The claim was appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court and was pending when Presi- 
dent Garfield made up his Cabinet. The prose- 
cution of this claim under the circumstances 
was strongly urged upon President Garfield as 
a reason why Mr. Faiger should not be ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Treasury. The United 
States Supreme Court soon afterwards ap- 
2 the decision ot the Court of Claims and 
r. Folger's claim was finally disallowed. 
ON THE BENCH OF THE COURT OF APPEALS. 
In May, 1870, while he was still acting as Sub- 
Treasurer, Mr. Folger was nominated for one 
of the Assistant Judgeships of the Court of 
Appeals of the State of New York, and he ro- 
tired from the Sub-Treasury the Ist of July 
following in order to give his undivided 
attention to the campaign then pending. 
A new Court of Appeais had been created, with 
a Chief-Justice and six Associates, and by the 
terms of the Constitution of New York each 
voter was restricted to voting for Chief-Judge 
and four Associates, The Democrats elected 
the Chief-Judge and four Associates, and 
Judge Folger and Charles Andrews, having re- 
ceived the highest number of votes on Re- 
publican ticket, were declared elected from 
the minority in June, 1870, for a term of four- 
teen years. On the death of Chiet-Judge San- 
ford R. Church, in the spring of 1880, Gov. 
Cornell designated Judge Folger to act as 
Chief-Judge until an election to that position 
took place. In November, 1880, Judge Folger . 
was elected Chief-Justice by a popular vote, 
running 7,177 votes ahead of his ticket, though 
it was a Presidential year. The term of 
office was fourteen years, but in accord- 
ance with the constitutional requirement he 
would have retiredon full pay at the expira- 
tion of eight years of his term, when be would 
have been 70 years of age. In the spring of 
1880 Judge Folger was strongly urged for the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury under Garfield. 
the advocates of this nomination being Conk- 
ling, Arthur, Dorsey, and the New York Stat 
wart faction generally. It is believed that Gar- 
field at one time se.iously contemplated mak- 
ing Folger his Secretary of the Treasury, but 
he was deterred from so doing by the fear that 
he would be, or would be suspected of being, 
too much under Wall street influences, and by 
the further fact that he had a claim (above re- 
ferred to) against the Treasury then pending in 
the United States Supreme Court, but after- 
wards disallowed. Folger was not nominated 
by Garfield, but thirty-eigut days after the 
President's death Mr. Arthur made the nomi- 
nation which Mr. Garfield refused to make. 
Judge Folger was nominated and confirmed as 
Secretary of the Treasury under President Ar- 
Oct. 27, 1881. He was in office two years and 
nine months. P 
NOMINATED FOR GOVENOR OF NEW YORK. 
Judge Folger was nominated for Governor oi 
New York by the Republican Convention which 
met at Saratoga, Sept. 20, 1882. Previous to 
the assembiing of the convention there was a 
meeting of the State Committee, at which thirty- 
two of the thirty-three members were present 
or represented by proxy. Stephen B. French 
of New York appeared in place of W: H. Robert- 
son of Westchester, presenting what purported 
to be a proxy sent by telegraph. The selection 
of aTemporary Chairman for the convention by 
the committee was regarded as a test of the 
strength of Cornell and his oppenents. E. M. 
Madden the candidate of the latter, was selected 
over E. L. Pitts by a voteof 18 to l4. An 
attempt was made in open convention to 
set aside the choice of the committee 
for Temporary Chairman, but it was de- 
feated by a vote of 251 to 243. On the first 
baliot Folger bad 223 votes; Cornell, 180; 
Wadsworth, 69; Starin, 19; and John C. Rob- 
inson, 6. On the second ballot Folger bad 257: 
Cornell, 222; -Wadsworth, 18; and Folger was 
nominated. Much excitement was caused in 
the evening by the announcement from WII 
jam H. Robertson that he had sent no proxy 
to Mr. French and had not autborized him to 
act in his place on the State Committee. The 
proxy was clumsily written on a sending blank 
of the telegraph company, and was a manifest 
forgery. It was generally felt that this and 
other successful frauds in the State Committee 
had procured Folger’s nomination. B. Platt 
Carpenter, Chairman of the State Committee, 
voted with the appareut majority merely asa 
matter of form, and another member was 
bribed by a Consulship to vote for Madden. 
The possession of the organization of the con- 
vention enabled the supporters of Folger to 
defeat by the narrow majority of two votes a 
number of contests for seats in the convention 
which, if decided the other way, would have 
resulted in the nomination of Cornell. Public 
indignation was so far aroused by these pro- 
ceedings in the State Committee and the conven- 
tion that when the election took place Folger 
was defeated by a plurality of 192,854, the full 
vote being:

That this result was produced rather by the 
absenteeism of Republicans than by a positive 
change of votes to Cleveland is shown by a 
comparison of the vote for Governor in 1882 
with that for President in 1880. Hancock for 
President received 534,511 votes, or only 807 
fewer than Cleveland, whereas Garfield potied 
655,544 votes, or 213,080 more than Folger. 
While the expression of public feeling was thus 
positive and emphatic, it wasin no sense di- 
rected against Judge Folger personally, as the 
people of New York had often testified their 
perfect faith in him. The plurality for 
hid opponent was intended rather as 
a rebuke of those persons who, without his 
connivance or authority, procured his nomina- 
tion by unworthy methods. 

Judge Folger’s administration of the Treas- 
ury Department was upright and conscien- 
tious. If any criticism could be made upon it 
it was that ne attempted to do too much him- 
self, and possibly impaired his health by over- 
work and too laborious attention to details. 
The late Secretary was a man of fine, dignified 
presence, tall, well-built, not over stout, full 
face, with iron-gray side-whiskers, keen eyes, 
aquiline nose, and a partially bald head. He 
had two daughters and one son, a clerk in the 
Treasury Department. 


COLLECTOR SPALDING’S TRIBUTE. 

Collector Spalding, who knew Secretary 
Folger very well, was surprised when informed 
of his death, it being unexpected, as friends in 
Geneva had advised him that he was getting 
better. The last letter stated that he was 
riding out, though he seemed to be feeble. 
He, however, had said that he came home to 
die, and was impressed with that fact. 

“When he was here last year,“ said Mr. 
Spalding, it was the first time he bad been 
west of the Allegheny Mountains in sixteen 
years. He told me that he had no conception 
of what a city Chicago was or of the business 
done here; that he often thought I asked a 
great many things for the Custom-House, 
and now he saw the necessity for them. 
When we parted at Mackinaw, he 
being delighted with the trip on the lake, we 
spoke of taking another this year, starting a 
little earlier and covering more ground—going 
through Lake Superior and visiting the copper 
mines, thence to Duluth, and on to Portland. 
Ore.. Just before Congress adjourned I wrote 
him, telling bim whenever he was ready I 
would be. He answered that his health was 
not good, and his physician had advised bim 
when he left Washington to go to the sea 
shore. But he said he felt from the effect the air 
had had last year the Lake Superior trip would 
be quite as beneficial. However, ue would go 
to the sea shore, as the physician advised it, 
and this would make the start to the lake later 
than was desirable. I wrote him that no mat- 
ter if it was a little late we could make the 
trip partly by rail and partly by boat, visiting 
the places not seen the previous year. I wrote 
him about a week ago that I would arrange for 
a car with all the conveniences, and get per- 
mission to stop where we chose, but no reply 
came. I supposed at the time that he was im- 
proving, and would be able to make the trip. 
And he is dead! He was à very fine gentie- 
man—as good a man as there was in the 
country, and bis decease will be a severe blow 
te the Administration. He was honorable, 
high-minded, upright, and could always be 
| relied upon. When Mr. 
dent he consulted with Gov. 
others, as to the composition of his Cabinet. 
Gov. Morgan said to bim: ‘Select Charles J. 
Folger for Secretary of the Treasury. He is 
an bonest man, and can be depended upon. 
Judge Folger was telegraphed to, and he replied 
that if he should accept he might not ve able 
to give the bond—$400, 000. Gov. Morgan wired 
back that he would furnish the bond, and be 
aid, Secretary Folger has shown his honesty 
and ability, and his loss isa great one to the 


country.” 
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PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


The Ravages of the Dread Cattle 
Disease Which Started from 
the Epler Sale. 


Animals Which Were Scattered Over 
the Country and Afterwards 
Died— The Record. 


Cattle Disease in Champaign County—A 
Serious Outbreak Reported in South- 
ern Indiana. 


HISTORY OF THE PLAGUE. 
REVIEW OF THE CASES IN ILLINOIS. 

The course taken by the disease from the time 
of its entrance into this State from Ohio is 
clearly chown by the accompanymg map. 
Places where cattle have died from the malady, 
or, having been killed by the veterinarians, 
have been found to have suffered from the 
plague, are shown by black squares. Places to 
which registered cattie from the sale were taken. 
but where, deaths have not yet been reported, 
are indicated by round spots. A number of 
cattle sold by Epler at the auction were taken 
by parties living in Virginia, III., which must

There are reasons for believing that zymotic 
pleuro-pneumonia has been known from times 
precedjng the Christian era. Virgil mentions 
the death of cattle showing symptoms which, 
from his description, must have been those of 
the true lung-plague. The plague has long 
been known in Great Britain, but it was not 
until 1769 that Bourgelat, an eminent French 
veterinarian, described contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia, thus first making that malady def- 
initly and widely known. It was found 
that in all great and widely-spreading 
epizoétics of the kind in Great Britain 
the contagion has been introduced from other 
countries. In 1842 pleuro-pneumonia was first 
brought to this country. It has never been 


entirely eradicated, but has slowly enlarged |. 


the bounds of its permanent home, The most 
dangerous Centres of infection have been the 
dairy districts in the neighborhood of New 
York, Baltimore, Washington, and other At- 
lantic cities south of Connecticut. All at- 
tempts to stamp the disease out in those 
districts have been met by determined opposi- 
tion which has proved stronger than the in- 


fluence ot those who, understanding the seri- 


ousness of the danger threatening the cattle 
industry of the country, sought to remove 
that peril. From time to time out 
breaks have occurred in Maryland, in Peun- 
Sylvania. and in New York, from all of which 
States cattle have been frequently brought to 
the West. Fortunately the plague did not ap- 
pear until this summer. a 
THE EPLER SAL. 


Feb. 21 fifty cattle were offered at the now 
notorious Epler sale, in - Virginia, Cass County, 
III., near the centre of the State. Of these cat- 
tle some came from the herd of R. C. Dye of 
Troy, Miami County, O., who was connected 
with a Mr. Stillwellin a sale of Jersey cattle 
in Chicago. some four years ago, 
when several Western breeders claimed 
to have been defrauded by wmisrepre- 
sensations regarding the pedigrees of the cattle 
there sold. That tne contagion which was 
scattered from the Epler sale came from Dye’s 
herd has been shown 80 clearly that Gov. 
Hamilton of Illinois has, by proclamation, 
scheduled Miami County, O., under the acts of 
the Illinois General Assembly of 1881. Eighbt- 
een Jerseys, have died on Mr. Dye’s piace 
since last winter, and the veterinarian who 
had charge of them is reported as gaying that 
they died of pleuro-pneumonia. 

At the Epler sale the following distribution 
of cattle registered in the Herd Kegister 
of the American Jersey Cattle Club took 
place: To Springfield, III., Maud Holly 2d 
17,125, bought by E. 8. Hudson; Jennie of 
Mapledale 17,053, bought by Porte Yates; to 
Jacksonville, Patalene 17,156, bought by C. 
W. Rawlings; to Rushville, Pansy Lassie 
24,073, bought by W. T. Whiston; to Naples, 
B 20th 3.851, Bride, and Wileoxoa, by H. Ab- 
bott; to Golden, Eva B. 7,276, by William 
Hanna; to Barclay, Daisy, bought by H. 
Stephenson. Daisy was returned to Epier, and 
by bim resold to a Col. Wilson. The virus was 
taken to Danvers by the cows Julia May and 
Jane Stoughton, by J. 8. Marlow; to Normal 
by Mollie of Mapledale 17,842, bought by 
Frank Gaston; to Peoria by Albert's Pansy 
19,988, Helena Rex 17,460, or by Fancy Le

THE FIRE RECORD. 
Losses and Insurance Involved in 


Wednesday’s Fire at Mound City, 

III. 

Mounp City, III., Sept. 4. [Special. A bout 
8 o'clock yesterday afternoon flames were dis- 
covered issuing from the frame heater in 
Dougherty & Wilson's barrelstave fact- 
ory. The heater was located immediately over 
the boilers, and the flames had gained such 
headway before they were discovered that it 
was found to be impossible to save the build- 
ings or any of their contents. The buildings 
were all constructed of light material, and very 
combustible, andin a short time the whole 
place was in flames. A strong wind biow- 
ing from the south fanned the flames 
into uncontrollable fury, and for a 
time it was thought the saw- 
mill and timber-yard of John McDowell, in 
whieh was stacked several miliion feet of tim- 
ber, would furnish food for the flames. It wag 
only by hard work that the private dwellings 
located near-by were saved. Cairo was calied 
upon for aid, but before the engines arrived 
the fames had attained such proportions that 
nothing could be saved except a small quantity 
of timber in the yard. Every building was 
filled with staves and headings, and the 
yard piled bigh with timber ready for 
use. Some three years ago Mr. Dougherty 
was engaged in the business alone and 
was burned out, and was only just recovering 
from the effects of the first fire. The machin- 
ery, which was all new and of improved pat- 
tern, cost about $6,000, and the buildings $2,000. 
The loss by the fire will foot.up $32,000, inolud- 
ing stock on hand. The machinery and build- 
ings were insured for $6,750 in the following 
companies: American Centrai, St. Louis, 
$1,000; Western, Toronto, Ont., $2,000; Insur- 
ance Company of North America, Philadelphia, 
$1,000; Franklin, Philadelphia, $1,000; Traders’, 
Chivago, 8750. 


A Wholesale Drug-House at Memphis 
Burned Out. 

Mewpnris, Tenn. Sept. 4.—/Special.}—This 
afternoon at 3 o'clock a gas explosion occurred 
in the celiar of W. N. Wilkerson & Co.'s whole- 
sale drug-house at No. 334 Main street and in 
almost an instant afterward the flames shot 
upward tbrough the iron grating and enveloped 
the first floor. scarcely giving employés time to 
escape with their lives. The porter, Allen 
Park, bad descended to the cellar and 
lighted the gas jet when the explosion 
followed. The entire fire department of 
the city responded to the alarm, which 
was promptiy sent in, and succeeded 
in contining the flames to the building where 
it originated. The combustible material added 
to the diffienlty the firemen experienced in 
fighting the fire at ciose quarters. W. N. Wil- 
kerson & Co. ulso owned the building they oc- 
cupied, The senior memberof the firm lost 
his bank-book, which was burned with $560, 
which it coptained. The stock of drugs in 
store was valued at $50,000, which was totally 
destroyed. The building was damaged about 
573.000. The total insurance amounted to $42,- 
500, divided as follows: Liverpool & London &

EFFECTIVE CAMPAIGN WORK BEING DONE. BY

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 4.—[Speeial.— The Re- 
publicans are holding about 100 meetings a 
day in the various towns, and if a good knowl- 
ede of the tariff and other issues in the pres- 
ent campaign is not obtained by the people 
it will not be for lack of opportunity. 

The latest accessions to the ranks of the 
speakers are Judge West of Ohia and the Hon. 
A. W. Beard of Boston. Mr. West is in very 
poor health and has to husband his strength. 
At Bath last night his entrance to the hall 
while Mr. Beard was speaking caused a pro- 
longed interruption on account of the demon- 
stration accorded him. The best information 
that can be obtained from different parts of 
the State indicate the election of Gov. Robie 
by a majority nearer 16,000 than 10,000. The 
Republicans are in the most hopeful frame of 
mind, 

The latest reports from Congressman Reed's 
district are that his chances are improving, 
and unless some underhand means are taken 
to seoure his defeat he will be elected by a 
small majority. The Portland Argus this morn- 
ing said it had the names of two or three par- 
ties who nad been endeavoring to buy votes for 
Mr. Reed by the promise of work upon Gov- 
ernment buildings. As an offset to this the Ke- 
publicans are laugbing at one of Judge Clewes’ 
men who was given $100 for campaign pur- 
poses, and falling in with a convivial com- 
panion was robbed of his campaign money. 

Most elaborate preparations have been made 
for the grand demonstration at Lewiston to- 
morrow. Mr. Blaine will arrive there about 3 
p.m. He will remain over night, being pres- 
ent at the speaking in the afternoon, and will 
review the torchlight parade in the evening.

TAMMANY. 
THE SOCIETY WILL PROBABLY TAKE ITS MED- 
ICixx. 

New Tonx, Sept. 4,—({Special.|—Mr. John 
Kelly was expected to return from Saratoga 
this evening and personally direct the prepara- 
tions for the much-talked-of meeting of the 
Tammany Committee on Organization tomor- 
row evening. The gathering is looked forward 
to with much interest by politicians generally, 
and there is considerabie difference of opinion 
as to what action the body is likely to take. 
Several leaders of the Tammany forces said 
today that the committee would indorse Cleve- 
land and Hendricks and arrange for a mass- 
meeting, while others were found who 
doubted whether such action would be 
taken, and one or two of those 
spoken to vaguely hinted that there was a 
strong sentiment in favor of repudiating the 
ticket, although they acknowledged that such 
a step would be suicidal, and would probably 
be refrained from as a mere matter of policy. 
The committee is made up of about 350 mem- 
bers. From a member who was one of the 
first to openly declare himself for Cleveland 
and Hendricks it was learned that the meeting 
would first call for reports from district leaders 
as to the prevailing sentiment in their local- 
ities. “Mr. Kelly himself will then,“ 
said he, “offer the resolutions ratitying 
the nominations, and it is believed W. 
Bourke Cockran, who so bitterly opposed 
Cieveland’s nomination at Chicago, and who is 
the law partner of ex-Senator Grady, will be 
one of those to seoond them. I do not believe.“ 
continued he, that the resolutions will be 
unanimously adopted, but they will certainly 
be carried. What Mr. Grady will dois a mat-

BELVA LOCKWOOD. 
HER LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 4.—The following 
is an abstract of Mrs. Belva A. Lockwood's let- 
ter accepting a nomination as the candidate of 
the Woman's National Equal Rights party in 
California for the office of President of the 
United States. After expressing her thanks 
tor the nomination and expressing her devo- 
tion to the cause of female suffrage Mrs. Lock- 
wood conciudes with these words: 


“If elected I shall feel it incumbent on me 
to appoint a reasonable number of women as 
District-Attorneys, Marshals, and Judges of the 
United States, and would appoint any compe- 
tent woman to any vacancy t might occur 
on the United States Supreme Bench. I am in 
full sympathy with the temperance advocates 
of the country, especially the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, but believe that wom- 
an-suffrage will have a greater tendency to 
abolish the liquor traffic than ‘prohibition will 
to bring about woman-suffrage. If the former 
is adopted the latter will be its probable se- 
quence. If elected I shall recommend in my 
inaugural a uniform system of jaws as far as 
practicable for ali of the States, and especially 
for marriage, divorce, and the limitations of 
contracts, and such regulation of laws of 
descent and distribution of estates as 
will make the wife equal with 
the husband in authority and right 
and an equal partner in the common bustness. 
I favor an extension of our commercial rela- 
tions with foreign countries, and especially 
with the Central and South American States, 
and the establishment of a high court of arbi- 
tration, to which shall be referred all differ- 
ences that may arise between these several 
States or between them and the United states. 
My Indian policy would be, first, to have the 
Government pay them what it owes them, to 
break up their tribal relations. distribute them 
their lands in severalty, and make them citi- 
zens amenable to the laws of the land, as other 
white and colored persons are. While we sym- 
pathize with the unhappy Ireland, and depre- 
cate opposition on one side and lawiesness on 
the other, our menta! policy as a nation. does 
not allow any public expression from our peo-

Meetings Called to Settle the Tripar- 
tite and Eastern Passenger- 
Rate Troubles. 


Commissioner Fink to Sueceed Charles 
Francis Adams as Trunk-Line 
Arbitrator.

Meeting. 


A Meeting of General Managers Called 
for Sept. 15 and 16 to Consider the 
Tripartite and Other Complications. 
A meeting of the committee of General Man- 

agers of Western roads, appointed at the 

managers’ meeting in this city a short time 
ago to devise a plan for the settlement of tri- 
partite and other complications, has at last 
been called by the Chairman of the committee, 

Mr. J. C. McMullin of the Alton. The meeting 

will be held at the Grand Pacific Hotel in this 

city Sept. 15, and a general meeting of the 
roads interested in the business east and west 
of the Missouri will be beid the following day. 

It the committee fails to devise a plan by 

which the existing difficulties can be overcome 

the general meeting will have nothing to do but 
to adjourn, as without a definit plan it will be 
impossible to discuss intelligently the questions 
to be settied. The roads are all anxious to 
have the difficulties settied and paying rates 
restored on all business. But still great doubts 
are entertained that anything will be accom- 
plished. The new position recently taken by 
the Chicago & Northwestern regarding its 
Sioux City & Pacific line has unsettled all plans 
previously made, and it will be no easy matter 
to harmonize the interests of this road with 
those of the other tripartite roads. The other 
tripartite complications will not be so difficult of 
adjustment, as the Rock Island, Milwaukee & 

St. Paul, and other Eastern allies of the Union 

Pacific seem to be willing to waive their right 

to make through rates on Utah, Colorado, and 

Pacific coast business, provided the Union Pa- 

cific will absolve those roads from the require- 

ment to give it all their through business, It 
the Union Pacific, however, refuses to concede 
this, its Eastern allies will insist upon their 
right to make through rates, as they cannot 
afford to give up the only advantage they have 
for giving the Union Pacific all their through 
business. These questions must be settied be- 
fore anything cun be done regarding Utah, 

Colorado, or California business. 

The Transcontinenta: Association will also 
mect again in this city Sept. 16 to take action 
regarding the proposed reorganizauon of the 
association in case the tripartite roads should 
be abie adjust their difficulties. 


Commissioner Fink to Be Made Arbi- 
trator in Place of C. F. Adams, Re- 
signed. 

The resignation ot Mr. Charles Francis 
Adams Jr. as Trunk-Line Arbitrator, which is 
now Officially announced, has been generally 
expected ever since he became President of the 
Union Pacific. The impression prevails that 
Commissioner Albert Fink will be elected ar- 
bitrator, for which position he is better quali- 
fied than any other man in the country. Mr. 
Fink has long been desirous of retiring trom 
the Commissionersbip, as che arduous duties of 
the position have greatly impaired his health. 
As arbitrator his duties will be much 
less exacting and the trunk lines will still re 
po 
sition of Commissioner in place of Mr. Fink, 
Mr. George R. Blauchard, Vice-President of the 
Erie. and Mr. N. Guilford, Assistant Commis- 
sioner under Mr. Fink, are mentioned.

Fink will be near him to give necessary advice, 
be wil) no doubt be able to fill the position sat- 
isfactorily. 


A Deserved Recognition—Mr. T. J. Pot- 
ter Elected First Vice-President of 
the Burlington. 

It transpired yesterday that at the meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad Company at Boston 
Aug 19 Mr. T. J. Potter was promoted from 
Third Vice-President to First Vice-President. 
Mr. Potter will continue to bold the title of 
General Manager of all the Burlington lines, 
both east and west of the Missouri River. Mr. 
Peasly, the Treasurer of the company, will 
continue to hold the position of Second Vice- 
President. The Third Vice-Presidency has 
been abolished. 

It is also learned that in addition to his pro- 
motion to First Vice-President Mr. Potter's 
salary was materially increased.

A Meeting Called to Consider the Ex- 
isting Passenger - Kate Complica- 
tions. 

Strenuous efforts are being made to prevent 
the threatened outbreak of a passenger-war in 
the territory of the Joint Executive Committee. 
Mr. C. K. Lord, General Passenger Agent of 
the Baltimore & Ohio; Mr. A. J. Smith, Gener- 
al Passenger Agent of the Cleveland, Columbus, 
Cincinnati & Indianapolis; and Mr. E. A. Ford, 
General Passenger Agent of the Pennsylvania 
lines west of Pittsburg, have taken it upon 
themselves to act as peacemakers. They have 
sent the following dispatch to the General Pas- 
senger Agents of all the roads interested in the 
business: 

For the purpose of agreeing, if possible, 
upon a plan for restoration and maintenance 
of tariff ratesin all directions within the ter- 
ritory of the Joint Executive Committee a 
meeting of representatives of all lines inter- 
ested is hereby called at the Dennison House, 
Indianapolis, for Wednesday, Sept. 10, at 10 
o’clock sharp.“ 

On account of this it is not probable that 
active hostilities will be commenced until it 
has been determined by that meeting that it is 
impossible to settle the existing difficulties 
without recourse to war. If the report is 
true that the roads out of New York have 
agreed to restore rates and stop the payment 
of high commissions in New York the In- 
dianapolis meeting is likely to agree upon a 
similar arrangement regarding east-bound 
rates. All the roads have come to the conclu- 
sion that the present state of affairs, which is 
worse than an open war, cannot continue any 
longer, and unless some agreement on uniform 
and tair rates can be made at once no other 
alternative is left than to commence the con- 
flict in earnest by making an open and heavy 
reduction to the public direct. By that means 
the losses of the roads would in a measure be 
made good by the increased traffic induced by 
the low rates. As matters are now the public 
receives little or no benefit from the fight and 
the losses of the roads are much heavier than 
they would be in an open fight, the scalp- 
ers and steamship agents getting nearly 
all the benefit. The fact that Mr. Smith, 
of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cinoinnati & Indi- 
anapolis (controlled by Vanderbilt), is one of 
the signers of the above call, indicates that 
the Vanderbilt lines are ready to enter into an 
arrangement for the settlement of the difficul- 
ties with the other roads. But whether they 
are ready to make such concessions to the 
Grand Trunk, Erie, and West Shore Roads as 
will induce them to join in an agreement for 
the future maintenance of rates remains to be 
seen. The present conflict was the result of 
the jealousy existing between the Grand Trunk, 
West Shore, and Erie on the one hand and the 
Vanderbilt roads on the other. It will there- 
fore depend entirely upon the temper of these 
parties towards one another whether a disas- 
trous war in passenger rates has to be fought 
or not.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 4.--|Special.]—The 
Academy of Music today was the scene of a 
gathoring impressive neither for members nor 
picturesqueness, but remarkable as an assem- 
blage of nearly all the great scientific teachers 
of the country, The vast auditerium, the 
scene of the most brilliant events of the year, 
was sparsely occupied at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing by about 1,000 quiet, plainiy-dressed men, 
the leaders of scientific thought of the coun- 
try and the pioneers in the investigation of 
Nature’s secrets in the world. The dele- 
gates came straggling in by twos and threes, 
all wearing small blue ribbons pinned to the 
left lappel of their coats, Besides nearly all 
the well-known American ntists, there were 
present more than 200 British associates who 
were delegates to the Montresl convention and 
urrived here on a special train at 9 nine o'clock 
this morning. The main body of the delegates 
was assigned to seats on the floor, while the 
leading speakers and the most notable visitors 
viewed the assemblage from the stage. Amoug 
the latter were Profs. George F. Barker, Men- 
denhali Rowland, James Hall, Asa Gray 
Smith of the University of Virginia, 
Putnam, Newberry of Columbia, Carhart 
of Evanston, Newcombe Scudder of Cambridge, 
C. 8. Minot, Woolsey, Johns „ and Bickmore 
of the American Museum of Natural History: 
Commander Sampson, United States Navy; and 
Dr. Youmans, Sir William Thompson, En- 
gidnd’s great mathematician and electrician, 
Sir Lyon Playfair, Deputy Speaker of the 
House of Commons, and Mr. Vernon Harcourt, 
cousin of the Home Secretary. 

OPENING THE SESSION. 

The session of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science was formally 
opened at 10:30 o’clock by the retiring Presi- 
dent, Prof. Young of Princeton College. As 
the great solar physicist rose, a man of mid- 
die stature, bright eyes, hign forehead, iron- 
gray hair, and an expression of perception 
and discovery, he was greeted with applause. 
After prayer by the Rev. A. C. McCook, Phila- 
delphia, a distinguished meteorologist, Prof. 
Young said that in calling the association to 
order he performed the last function of his 
office, which be now resigned to the new Presi- 
dent, Prof. J. P. Lesley of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

President Lesley bowed to his predecessor 
and the audience amid applause. There could 
be no more signal illustration of the fact that 
men whose lives are devoted to material 
science live apart from their fellow-men. Prof. 
Lesley’s figure, tall and spare, clad in 
loose-fitting hgbt-colored garments, was unfa- 
miliar to most of the Philadelphians present. 
He expressed his assurance that the mecting 
would be both pleasant and memorable, and 
that its success was assured by the large num- 
ber of scientists already in attendance and by 
the allies from foreign lands who would lend 
their presence. Additional interest would be 
given the session by the great exhibition illus- 
trative of electrical science. The meeting 
would be also memorable, being held in the 
birthplace of American Independence—a 
centre of civilization, literature, and science; 
a city distinguished as the home of 
civil and religious liberty, and always famous 
for its intelligence and its hospitality. 

In the centre of the stage, while President 
Lesley was speaking, sat Gov. Pattison and 
Mayor Smith, and on either side were the Vice- 
Presidents and the officers of the association. 
The Russian Minister, gray-haired and white- 
bearded, showing the keenest interest in every- 
thing that was eaid, occupied a seat at the 
right of the platform. 

THE WELCOMING ADDRESS. 

As President Lesley finished, he introduced 
Gov. Pattison, who welcomed the associa- 
tion to the State of Pennsylvania in 
an address of about half an _  ~nhour, 
in which the usual references to the progress 
of civilization, the enlightenment of the world, 
the invention of steam and electricity, were 
made. His address was cordial and ut times 
felicitous, and about the best part of it was the 
few words which follow: 

„In all the practical avenues of multifarious 
industry the scientific footprints are distinctly 
seen. To them we are indebted for much of 
the'success attending the development of our 
marvelous resources as a nation. Whenever 
a mine has been opened, a furnace get in 
operation, or a factory started on its humming 
career, the busy fingers of science has found 
employment. The principles which regulate 
the operations of the mechanical powers and 
which lie at the foundation of complicated 
machinery, which relate to the smelting and 


refining of metals, the composition and im-.

10 o'clock tomorrow in order to permit the 
nine sections to organize. 

WORK OF TIE SECTIONS. 

All the meetings of the sections in the after- 
noon were largely attended. Many of the ad- 
dresses made by the Presidents were purely 
technical, but they all commanded the closest 
interest and attention. 

The section of Geology and Geography, which 
met in the muin room of the Horticuitural 
Hall, listened to an address by Prof. N. H. 
Winchell of Minneapolis upon “Crystalline 
Rocks of the Northwest.“ The, paper was a 
critical review of the stratigraphic distinctions 
made by various authorities and conflicting 
nomenciatures for rocks of corresponding age. 
The Huronian of Canada the speaker held to 
be the equivalent as the lowest of the taconic 
groups in the Northwest. Much confusion and 
conflict of authority bad arisen naming the up- 
per groups, 

The section of Chemistry met in the Epis- 
copal Academy, Prof. J. W. Langley of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., in the chair, while Prof. H. Cur- 
michael acted as Secretary. Prot. Langley's 
address was upon the chemical affinity, and 
was in the main historical in its treatment. 

Prof. H. T. Addy of’ Cincinnati presided over 
the section of Mathematics, and G. W. Hough 
of Chicago recorded. Prof. Eddy’s paper was 
of general interest. and is likely to provoke 
discussion. His subject was the mathematical 
instruction of our schools and collewes—its” 
aims, needs, defects, and relations to scientific 
research. He deplored the tendency to treat 
mathematics from a purely disciplinary point 
of view, and urged that young minds be in- 
duced to find more interest in this branch of 
study by being taught to study it as leading to 
a wide fleld of knowledge worth acquiring for 
its own sake. 

In the hall of the College of Physicians met 
the section of Histology and Microscopy, of 
which Prof. T. G. Wormiey of the University 
of Pennsylvania was Chairman and R. Hitch- 
cock of New York Secretary. Prof. Wormley's 
subject was mieroscopy in connection with 
toxicology, with a special discussion, of its 
value in the detection of poisons in criminal. 
and violent deaths. 

Prot. Edward 8. Morse of Massachusetts pre- 
sided over the section of anthropology. The 
paper of Prof. Morse was an interesiing discus- 
sion of the geological evidences of the antiqui- 
ty of man. 

Prof. John Trowbridge addressed the Physics 
section upon the nature of electrivity. 

In the section of Biography Prof. ER. D. Cope 
of Philadelphia delivered an address upon Ca- 
tagenesis. 

AN EVENING LECTURE—TODAY'S PROGRAM. 

This evening the Academy of Music was well 
filled when Prof. James 8. Newberry of 
Columbia College lectured on the Geological 
Evolution of the North American Coast.“ 
There was an interesting series of views of the 
carbouiferous or coal-forming age, picturing the 
many trees that characterized that age of 
singularly exotic and prolific vegetation.

A Lumber Company in Temporary 
Trouble. 

Bia Rapips, Mich., Aug. 4.—ISpeolal. For 
several days there have been rumors that the 
large lumber company of Foster, Blackman & 
Co. of this city were badly embarrassed, 
Yesterday was filed a chattel mortgage to the 
Big Rapids National Bank for $33,034, and to 
the Grand Rapids National Bank for $59,987.75. 
Today a deed of trust to D. F. Comstock, Presi- 
dent of the first, and E. J. Uhl of Grand Rapids, 
President of the Second National Bank, to 
secure creditors, was filed. From an in- 
vestigation it seems that this action 
was to avo'd further embarrassment 
and not an assignment, as the 
firm are to continue business, They have 
standing pine of about 10,000,000 feet in Lake 
County they intend cutting.

Failure of a Philadelphia Dry-Goods

commission merchants, No, 235 Chestnut 
street, which was announced today, did not oc- 
casion very much surprise, as it had been ru- 
mored for several weeks that the firm was in 
financial straits. Joseph D. Brooks is the only 
surviving member of the firm. The liabilities 
cannot be definitly stated, but it is believed 
that they will approximate $100,000. The as- 
sets are unknown, 46 is also the name of the 
assignee. Heavy advances to manu- 

facturers and a _ negligence 
responsible debtors are the principal 
causes. Three hundred thousand dor 
lars was understood to be their capital, when 
in fact they were worth far less than that sum.

Some days after- 
ward it came to the knowledge of the Chief of 
Police that Mr. Schamberg and his empioyés 
had threatened to evade the law in some way.

The latter, indeed, had 
already taken steps for the organization of 
an international association which will still 
further extend the field of scientific research 
by securing active co}peration not only in 
mutual investigation, but in the methods 
of research. The unity which will thus be 
secured to observations made at widely 
distant points, and the tendency which must 
inevitably grow out of it to make scientific 
researches under a common system, cannot 
but have useful results in the future. It 
will bring the scholars, as it were, out of 
their cells to work in the open air together 
with more intimate cognizance of each 
other’s work and methods of working. As 
Lieut, Ray said in his little speech at the 
banquet, ‘‘The broad fields of science, ex- 
ploration, and discovery are open to all.” 
Hereafter there is good reason to belieye that 
instead of exploring them independently the 
sayants will work together in uncovering the 
secrets of Nature. 

The scope of the investigation pursued by 
the association has been very wide. It has 
ineluded not only scientific, but commercial, 
social, and politieal topics, and among the 
latter it is most significant that the question of 
colonial interdependence was not only made 
the subject of a paper, but was warmly dis- 
cussed, a Liberal member of Parliament tak- 
ing the principal role in the discussion, and 
basing his argument upon the statement that 
Canada as a separate nationality exists on 
the sufferance of the United States. It is a 
noticeable fact in this connection that the 
agitation for separation from the mother 
country is largely confined to the young men 
and educated classes. The organization 
formed in the old conservative City 
of. Toronto recently is made up of stu- 
dents and graduates of the univer- 
sity of that city. As an inevitable 
event of the not distant future, when the al- 
ready weakening ties of sentiment between 
Canada and the mother country shall have 
disappeared, separation is a timely subject 
for discussion. The agitation will increase 
as time goes on. It is not necessary to dis- 
cuss it in this country or to seek to force or 
even hurry annexation. All the elements— 
commercial, financial, social, and political— 
are gravitating Canada towards the Ameri- 
can Union, to which she naturally and 
geographically belongs. 


EXTERMINATING THE ALDERMAN. 

The public meeting in New York last even- 
ing to protest against the action of the Alder- 
men of the city in giving away without com- 
pensation—to the city—and without restric- 
tions of any sort the franchise for a surface 
railroad on Broadway was well enough as far 
as it went, but if the people of New York 
had spent half the nervops energy on the 
Aldermanic elections they are now pouring 
out in indignation their case would be much 
better than it appears to be. The first at- 
tempt of those opposed to the railroad to get 
a veto by injunction has failed, but the at- 
tempt has been renewed. The ‘‘ taxpayer” 
on whose application the first order of the 
court was granted forbidding the Common 
‘Council to take a Vote to pass the ratlroad 
charter over the Mayor’s veto finally con- 
sented to the withdrawal of the injunction, 
and by a singular coincidence the very min- 
ute the injunction was withdrawn the mem- 
bers of the Council, happening to be assem- 
bled in the Council room, held a special 
meeting and passed the franchise over the 
Mayor's veto. But as the proceedings of 
this special meeting are held to be illegal, 
another injunction has been issued forbid- 
ding the Council to take any action in the 
matter, 

The morning on which the Aldermen held 
their surreptitious meeting and passed the 
charter over the veto was a very pleasant, 
warm day for Aldermen; not acold day by any 
manner of means. The Aldermen met at 9 
o'clock in the morning, gave Broadway to 
Jacob Sharpe and others,” surrendered the 
streets of the city to the Commercial Cable 
Company for laying its wires underground, 
and by 9:15 were in a private parlor in the 
Astor House drinking champagne and con- 
gratulating each other, if Pinkerton's de- 
tectives may be believed, on the speed with 
which they had made $10,000 in cash and 
$15,000 apiece in the stock of the new road— 
that being, it is said, the price of their work. 
This, judging by the tariff which is upheld by 
the Aldermen of Chicago, does not appear to 
be a very big stake.“ Our Aldermen have 
demanded $25,000 each for voting for a much 
less valuable franchise than that of the Broad- 
way Railroad. . 

The Legislature of New York recently 
undertook to reform the Aldermen of New 
York by taking away their power of confirm- 
ing the appointments of the Mayor. The re- 
form did not go far enough. It is now plain 
the Aldermen should be deprived of their 
power of making grants of franchises. 
When that has been done, it will be seen 
that all their other powers should be abol- 
ished, and finally the great political truth 
will-dawn on the minds of the New-Yorkers 
that the Aldermen themselves must go. 
There is no nearer stopping point than this 
for those who seek to secure for themselves 
the delights of a political dolce far niente. 
Since the New-Yorkers have not the energy 
to see that only fit men are elected Aldermen 
they insist that the powers ot the Aldermen 
be transferred to the Mayor and that the citi- 
zens find safety in an elective dictator. Soon 
these dudish voters will find the task of elect- 
ing their dictator too great a strain on their 
faculties and they will allow him to elect 
himself. Political corruption that does not 
end in reform ends in dictatorship. The 
‘people of New York do not seem to be 
traveling in the right direction.

Evidently fancying that this 
was one of Butler's jokes, Old Hutch re- 
peated the operation with still more empha- 
sis, and prepared himself for an affectionate 
recognition. ‘‘ I,tell you I mean just what I 
say,” retorted Butler, and the great Anti- 
Monopolist began to put himself in fighting 
trim for the apparently inevitable combat 
with the millionaire. What might have 
come from a tussle between the long and 
thin millionaire on the one hand and the 
short and thick Anti-Monopoliston the other 
no one can anticipate, but all danger was 
averted by the retirement of Old Hutch from 
the field, followed by Butler's warning ad- 
vice: Good evening, sir; good evening. 

I don’t think that you have approached me in 
the proper manner.“ And thus ended the 
affair. 

We have Old Hutch’s word for it that Ben 
Butler has lost one of the votes upon which 
he is relying to secure the balance of power, 
but there is much to be said in defense of 
Butler’s declining to acknowledge a friend 
who approaches him in such a striking man- 
ner. Old Hutch’s intentions, of course, were 
purely honorable, but this boisterous and of- 
fensively physical way of approaching a gen- 
tleman by pounding on his back door is not 
pleasant.

THE CHINESE TRADE. 

In view of the pending military operations 
between France and China, and the proba- 
bility of a formal declaration of war before 
long by one or the other Power, the trade re- 
lations of China to the world are just now 
of more than ordinary interest. The London 
Times, which is at present devoting much 
space to Chinese matters, bas been printing 
exhaustive statements of this trade which 
are more than usually interesting, as in sev- 
eral important particulars they affect our own 
relations to China. 

The report of the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms in the foreign trade of China shows 
that there has been a serious falling-off in 
the value of imports for 1883 as compared 
with 1882. The total value of imports for 1883 
was $104,466,136, as compared with $109, 385, 
623 for 1882, showing a decrease of nearly 
$5,000,000. .This decrease has been mainly 
in opium and cotton, the former haying di- 
minished owing to a great fall in price. 
Several influences have been at work to di- 
minish the value of cotton imports, among 
them the fear of war with France, financial 
distrust, and banking difficulties. The Times 
correspondent furthermore states the follow- 
ing illustration of the manner in which Brit- 
ish greed has worked against British cotton. 
and in favor of American imports: 


There is, however, another very serious cause 
assigned for the diminished import of English 
cotton goods, a cause of which we do not hear 
for the first time. The fall in the consumption 
of English drilis must, it is stated, be attrib- 
uted to two causes—first, English manufact- 
ures, doubtless as directed by their customers, 
gradually lowered the quality of fourteen- 
pound driils until it was in many cases a mere 
rag, one-half being China clay; second, 
at the same time American goods were 
being pushed into consumption by Ameri- 
can houses, and, being composed of 
pure cotton, they ousted their above-named 
rival. At Shanghai the deliveries of Amer- 
ican drills in 1883 were greater than in any re- 
cent year excepting 1879 and 1881. It is with 
sheetings as with drills; the demand is for a 
good article, and we are glad to notice that 
here English exporters have learned a whole 
some lesson, and are sending a better article, 
with the result that they are selling more. | 
Cotton yurn and thread are also important ar- 
ticles of cotton import, and are rapidly on the 
increase, The import of raw cotton has in- 
creased every year since 1880, when it was 87,- 
400 piouls, until in 1883 it was 211,000 piculs. 


The export trade of China for 1888 
shows a slight advance over 1882, though 
for many years it has been well-nigh station- 
ary, and as compared with the trade of ten 
years ago shows a decrease of over $15,000,- 
000. Tea remains the leading export from 
China, though there has been a steady de- 
cline in shipments since 1880. The total 
value of the tea shipped last year amounted 
to over $45,000,000, a falling-off of 2'¢ per 
cent as compared with 1882, the decrease 
being charged to the inferiority of the 
tea which the Chinese bring into the 
market. As they are an observant 
people, however, they may learn the same 
lesson in tea which the English have learned 
in cotton, and increase the quantity for ship- 
ment by an improvement in quality. Raw 
silk comes next to tea as an article of export, 
and this shows no special change over recent

NOT WHAT THEY SEPM. 

As the world grows older it constantly 
adds to the list of things that are not what 
they seem. It was once fondly believed that 
first-mortgage railroad bonds were just what 
they pretended to be—first liens in fact as 
well as theory—and that they were what 
they were dubbed—securities. But sad ex- 
perience is fast teaching that these ideas must 
be classified with other delusions. An inter- 
esting article in the last issue of the in- 
vestors’ supplement, published by the Finan- 
ctal Chronicle, on The Lessons of Railroad 
Defaults” gives a timely review of the 
numerous ways in which the ingenuity of the 
great financiers who live in Wall street by 
robbing investors has managed te make first- 
mortgage railroad bonds a fourth or fifth 
class security. 

Any owner of a general first-mortgage 
bond who thinks that he holds a claim on 
the entire property of the railroad, subject 
only to the claims that were in existence be- 
fore his, does not nowadays have to wait 
long to be undeceived. The road buys depot 
grounds and other terminal facilities, very 
likely with the proceeds of his money, and 
the managers of the road clap a mortgage on 
this new piece of property. When the 
crisis comes, and the road has not money 
enough to pay all the demands on 
it, the interest on the terminal bonds must 
be paid even if that on the first-mortgage 
bonds is left unattended to, What could a 
railroad do without ‘‘terminals”? After 
railroad-managers have mortgaged all their 
real estate and find the demands for more 
money pressing on them to pay dividends on 
the watered stock they are trying to sell to 
the public at a swindling price they put up 
the bonds and stocks in the Treasury” as 
security for a new loan called collateral 
trust loans.” When the railroad breaks 
down the interest on the collateral trust 
loan must be. paid before that on the first- 
mortgage bonds, because if it were not the 
company would lose all the stocks and bonds 
it had deposited as security, and if it lost 
these it would lose the control of important 
branches and conneeting lines, without which

The managers go into court without notice to 
the bondholders and induce the Judge to let 
them issue receivers’ certificates to pay 
themselves off, and let: the first-mortgage 
bondholder whistle for his money. 

The last step in this series of depredations 
on the bondholder, who is often a woman 
who has boucht the bonds on the most posi- 
tive assurances of the insiders that they 
were a gllt-edged security, is the reor- 
ganization” of the road, in which the first- 
mortgage bondholder is offered a simple de- 
benture bond which only promises to pay in- 
terest if it earns it, This is not an imaginative 
sketch. Just this successive degradation of 
what was sold as a first security into a tenth 
security or no security at all has been wit- 
nessed in dozens of great railroads. It is not a 
pleasant thing to note that the courts are mak- 
ing themselves the teols of the wreckers who 
do these things. The courts permit the payment 
of rentals in time of distress in preference to 
the payment of interest to bondholders, 
whom they ought to protect,.and who had no 
voice whatever in deciding whether the lease 
should be made or not. The courts have 
permitted the managers who have wrecked 
roads to name the receiver and to pay off 
what the road owed them before those whom, 
they were to. protect get a cent. These 
abuses are bringing great discredit on rall- 
road stocks and bonds. The coufts are in a 
great degree responsible for the discredit, as 
they allow themselves to be used to protect 


the robber and not the robbed. The truth is, 
there are too many railroad lawyers in the 
line of constant promotion to the bench, and 
from the bench to fat places in the employ of 
railroad corporations. 
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A PERSON unfamiliar with the practice in 


the Indiana courts would be apt to form the 


idea from the action of the Indianapolis Sen- 


tinel in setting up a plea of justification in 


the libel suit brought by Mr. Blaine, and ac- 


companying this with the filing of a set of in- 
terrogatories seemingly intended to force 
from the plaintiff the admission that the 
charges were true, that the paper in question 


felt confident that it had the evidence where- 
with to prove the truth of its calumnies. 
Such, no doubt, is the impression which 
the paper seeks to convey. But while by 
the Illinois law a defendant in an action of 
libel who files a plea of justification must 
prove the truth of what he asserts—not a 


part of it, but. the whole, and if he 
fails therein his filing such a plea 
is taken as proof of malice, .- and 


the chances are that he is mulcted in special 
damages—in Indiana the filing of a plea of 
justification and failure to prove the case 
does not hurt the defendant. He can file it, 
and then put in in mitigation proof of the 
truth of any part of the alleged libelous 
statements. So, since the Sentinél runs no 
risk by reiterating its libel, it is easy to see 
why it should do so and seek to make the 
world believe it can prove what it asserts. 
The interrogatories which it files are part of 
the same game of brag and bluff. The im- 
pression sought to be conveyed is, that the 
defendant will extort from the plaintiff under 
oath the testimony that it needs to prove its 
case. But by the Indiana law the defendant 
is not obliged to use these answers after 
they have been obtained, and they are 
not intended to be used in this case. 
They will never appear in the proceedings 
when the case comes to be heard. They will 
have answered their malignant purpose long 
before that time. The secret of the matter 
is, no doubt, that the Sentinel is assured of 
the pecuniary backing of the Democracy, so 
that, feeling sure of the future, it goes on re- 
peating the libel, expecting to postpone the 
trial till the election is over and malice has 
done its worst, and then, if it cannot settle 
the suit by an abject apology, as other Dem- 
ocratic papers have done before, to let it go 
by default, assured that its Democratic con- 
federates will foot the bills. 


Tue editor of the Augusta (Ga. ) Chronicle

Then be used to have a song be sung, and had 
a poster made of the music, each note being 
about two or three feet *. and be would 
paste t up on the fence. re would be a 
crowd surrounding it all day, and humming the 
music. He was also very egotistical. Once the 
advance agents got water-bound in some IIII- 
nois towu in high water in the spring, and the 
show caught up with them, so no notice was 
given of our coming to the people. It was his 
practice under such circumstances to ride 
ahead one day on a horse to some little town, 
and, secing a crowd of loafers in the street or 
in front of a saloon, he would approach them 
and ask them if they had ever heard of the 
great showman Yankee Kobinson. Some would 
say yes, others no. He would then swell out 
his chest, take off his hat, and say: 
He stands before you. Feast 
your eyes! The show will de pere 
tomorrow.’ But the poor old man has been 
down ut the heel for the last ten years. He 
played a very successful engagement in Crosby 
Opera-House bere before the fire, baving San- 
yeah, the first female gymnast. He made a pot 
of money there.“ 

“I remember his show in 1866," said Billy 
Pinkerton, who stood by. His canvas was on 
the old Water-Works lot, where the City-Hall 
now stands. It was a good show for those 
days. 

“ Robinson was a man of unbounded extrav- 
agance,’’ continued Mr. Hutchinson. He 
presented his family physician right here in 
Chicago with a $500 diamond ring, when I 
knew that he had just bought a horse for 
$3,000 in St. Paul, ing down $500 and stil! 
owing $2,500 on the horse. You remember a 
play he used to have, ‘Stand Down in the 
Hall.“ A sort of Yankee play it was. Years 
ago he lived in Honeoye Falls, N. T., and I be- 
lieve he was boru there. The place is right near 
Canandaigua. He used to keep a shoemaker's 
shop there many years ago, for he has often 
spoken to me of it. I think he married his first 
wife there. His second wife he married in 
Chicago. He was a man of great ability, but 
he needed some one to curb him and sit down 
on his wild projects. He used to have a busi- 
ness manager that could control him pretty 
well, and then he made money.” 

Wasn't he rather eccentric?” 

Les. Some people used to call him crazy. 
I bave knowa bim at times to commence pull- 
ing hig beard outa single hair at a time, and be- 
fore the season was out he wouldn't needa 
razor. That's a fact. But then he understood 
people, too. In writing his show bills he would 
use the .simplest language. He never called 
the show a ‘ transcendant aggregation of won- 
ders. It was always his big show and nothing 
else. But when left to himself he would al- 
ways go to pieces. He had no idea of manage- 
ment. He was a wan of original ideas, but 
very bad executive ability. Peace to his 
as hes.“

Ohio Operators Threaten to Abandon 
the Mines Unless the Men Resume 
Work. 

CoLumBus, O., Sept. 4.—A dispatch from 
New Straitsville, O., says: The coal syndicate 
has decided to suspend operations for one year 
there and has ordered all its stock of powder, 
equipments, etc., to the Lower Hocking Valley. 
This closes five mines and throws 500 miners 
out pf employment. Superintendent G. R. 
Carr of the Columbus, Hocking Valley & Toledo 
Road has sent long telegrams of a friendly 
nature to Chris Evans of the Straiteville 
district, President of the Miners’ Union, in- 
forming him that unless the striking 
miners go to work within a day or two 
at the rates offered by the operators ail 
the mines at Straitevilie will be abandoned by 
the syndicate. Straitsville is the only mining 
town of.consequence in Perry County whose 
Sheriff has refused to ask for aid or take steps 
toward the protection of property. The oper- 
ators have conciuded to concentrate the guards 
at the mines in Hocking and Athens Counties 
at two or three places, and hold the authorities 
of Perry County responsible for all the damage 
to property in that county. This order has not 
been given by the syndicate, but is looked for 
in a day or two.

The Board of Aldermen Denounced as 
Proper Subjects for the Pen- 
itentiary. | 


Lord Abercrombie Turns Up Again—Status 
of the Bricklayers’ and Stone- 
cutters’ Strike. 

THE BROADWAY FRANCHISE: 

A MASS-MEETING TO DENOUNCE THE ALDER 
MEN—SOME STRONG SPEECHES. 

New York, Sept. 4.—|Special.|—In spite of 
the oppressive heat and the fact that the only 
ventilation in Chickering Hall was that of the 
City Government's corruption, there was 6 
large assembly present there this evening at 
the mass-meeting called to protest against the 
action of the Aldermen in granting the Broad- 
way Surface Railroad permission to build a 
street-railway on Broadway. 

Mayor Edson was selected a8 Chairman, He 
made a strong speech, and was followed by the 
Hon, L. E. Chittenden, who read the resolu. 
tions. The preamble arraigned the Aldermen 
for giving the franchise without considera- 
tion or reservation” when they knew that 
$1,000,000 had been offered for it. Tne Aider- 
men, saia the preamble, had lent a willing oo- 
operation to a scheme and combination be- 
tween the proprietors of an injunction suit 
and the Broadway Surface Railway Company 
to dissolve an injunction and nold a secret 
meeting, and without notice to their associates, 
or to the Mayor, Controller, or counsel 
of the corporation. It was further 
declared that there were rumors of bribery and 
corruption in the matter, and it was therefore 
resolved, as to the acts of eighteen Aldermen 
who passed the resolution, as well as Mr. Mo- 
Loughlin, who approved of it, “ that they have 
reached a magnitude where they shall no longer 
be tolerated; that they bave proved false to 
their trusta, betrayed the interests of their con- 
stituents, and shown that they cannot be trust- 
ed with portable property belonging to the city; 
that the future election of any one of them to 
a position of profit or bonor would be 
dangerous to the public interests and a stain 
upon the chardeter of New York City; and 
they should regard themselves as fortunate if 


permitted to pass into obscurity in company 


with the surviving remnants of the Tweed 
ring.“ 

The resolutions also provided for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of fifty by the Mayor 
to ald him in protecting the city's franchise, 
ete. 

Lawson N. Fuller made a ringing speech, and 
said during his remarks: 

love New York. I admire its parks and 
its enterprise—everything but that accursed 
Board of Aldermen. They have been the thorn 
in the city’s side for many years. They ought 
to be wiped out of existence, and they will be. 
[Applause.| If these men are as ignorant as 
they claim to be they ought not only to be por- 
trayed in the illustrated papers but to have 
collars around their necks with §25,000 
on each. The only way to free ourselves 
from the shackles which the Board of Alder- 
men have put on us is to break the board. If 
you people would rise up ana do your duty in- 
side of a week half the members of the board 
would be in Canada and the other half in jail. 
These fellows have got toclimb, Wouldn’t you 
like to.see those twenty-one Aldermen climb? 
[Cries of Tes.“ Yes,’ and applause.] We are 
going to make these gentlemen repent and oon- 
fess or step down and out, which would be bet- 
ter yet. 

O Several Aldermen were present listening to 
the proceedings. Alderman McQuade said be 
fore the meeting adjourned: 

It's called an indignation meeting, but peo- 
ple are going out because they are tired of this 
blathering talk.“ 

It's a regular cable road meeting,” said 
Alderman Pearson. If the franchise had 
been fora cable road Mr, Mayor would have 
signed it quick enough.” 

This is a bid for a cable road,” said Alder- 
man Miller. 


LORD ABERCROMBIE. 
HE AGAIN MAKES HIS APPLARANCE, 

New Yor«k, Sept. 4.—[Special.|—Walter 
Adams Mayhew, an Englishman, better known 
as Lord Abercrombie, has turned up again. He 
reached the hight of his fame! when, after 
having pocketed some $5.000 by defeating Mr. 
Berry Wallis bighbred pacer with a common 
$850 horse, he complacently leaned 
back in the dining room of the 
Manhattan Beach Hotel while two women 
wrangied as to which should dave temporary 
possession of his Lordship. Next day Lord 
Abercrombie was informed that his rooms had 
been let to other persons for -the re- 
mainder of the season, and that posses- 
sion was to be given immediately. He is now 
being sued before Judge Brown in the city 
court by Charles Singer, who acted as My 
Lord's valet at Manhattan Beach. Singer 
was promised a big salary and little work, but 
got neither. Meanwhile Lord Abercrombie 
disappeared, and the vaiet, within a few days, 
bas only been able to get service on his former 
master. The case has not yet come to trial. 


ASPHYXIATED. 
A BANK CASHIER FOUND DEAD IN HIS BED. 

New Yor«, Sept. 4.—|/Special.]—Chariles 
S. Hill, the cashier of the National 
Bank of New Jersey, at New Bruns- 
wick, was found dead in his bed at his 
residence, No. 71 Albany street, yesterday morn- 
ing, having been asphyxiated by escaping gas. 
He retired shortly before midnight Wednesday 
in the best of spirits. His wife was still absent 
on her summer trip to the Catskills, and he 
was the sole occupant of the suite of rooms on 
the second floor. The servants were asleep 
on the top floor when he came in. 
He was discovered at 6 o’clock this morning by 
the housemaid. All the windowsin the sleep- 
ing-room, the sitting-room adjoining, and the 
bath-room were shut down tightly and the 
blinds were closed. The four gas- 
burners were turned full on. Everything 
was in perfect order about the room. 
Physicians were summoned, but they arrived 
too late to save the dying man. He became 
cashier in 1864, when his father, John B. Hill, 
left the old State Bank to assume the Presi- 
dency of the Nationa! Bank, Previously he was 
aclerk in the Park Bankof this city. His 
friends say he lived weil but not extravagantly. 
His team of borses and his beautiful garden, 
of which he was very proud, were his only ex- 
pensive investments for his personal enjoy- 
ment so far as is known. 

Cierks were still busy looking over his books 
in the brick bank building tonight. President 
Runyon said:

Hill's accounts are irregular or not. Nothing 
suspicious has been discovered as yet. It will be 
some time before an examination will be 
finished and we can speak positively. There 
has been no run on the bank, and probably 
won't be. We can pay every demand,”

must elapse before the Commissioners can ob- 
tain a Ministerial by-law.

The impression ig that the 
revenue of the harbor is uselesly thrown awa 
to the extent of $7,000 by the reduced wharf- 
age, and that nothing less than the assumption 
by the Government of the interest payments 
on the Lake St. Peter channel will put the Bt. 
Lawrence route in a commanding position. 


Dull Times in Locomotive and Car 

: Building Circles. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 4.—-[Special.]—The 
present season is reported to be unusually dull 
in locomotive and car building circles. The 
management of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
with a view to curtailing their expenses to with- 
in a working limit, have discharged seventy-five 
bands employed in workshops. It is expected 
that the staff will be considerably reduced be- 
fore the winter, as the company haa already 
manufactured sufficient rolling stock to answer 
its present requirements.

CROP NEWS. 


Dakota. 

FARGO, Dak., Sept. 4.—[Special.]—It can now be 
Stated that, with the exception of a few isolated 
fields. especially in the Red River Valley, near the 
Manitoba boundary, the wheat harvest is com- 
pleted. Immediately after the main portion or the 
grain was cut a rainy svell set in which has greatly 
retarded thrashing. .Three days of last week and 
the frst two or three ot this week have been fairly 
favorable for thrashing, and considerable grain 
has been separated trom the straw and chaff. It is 
of excellent quality thus far, althouzh some 
of it is a trifle “of color” in consequence 
of the wetting, but nearly every bushel 
has graded No. 1 hard. The reports from Duluth, 
Lowever, indicate that the amount of foul seed in 
wheat this yearis nearly twice as large as last 
year. This is one of the results of the system of 
careless cultivation which so many have pursued 
bere during the last few years. There are some 
farmers who estimate the amount already thrashed 
at 20 per cent of the entirecrop. This, however, 
is probably high. The amount in stack varies in 
diferent. portions of North Dakota, but it 
would probably be safe to say that it would 
average about 25 per cent at present. 
Fali plowing has commenced, and is being pushed. 
Whenever the weather is too damp for thrashing 
all hands are sent out with the plows. No. 1 hard 
wheat starts in at a fair price, considering the 
prices on other grades, and the tendency seems to 
be to sell now rather than hold for future. Finan- 
cially, it is safe to say that the outlook in Dakota is 
slowly but surely picking up, and, with the vast ag- 
ricultural wealth of the Territory, commercial and 
other interests must soon be uponan extremely 
solid basis. 


Illinois. 

CENTRALIA, IIL, Sept. 4.—[Special.}—Careful 
watching of farmers coming from ali sections of 
this county shows no material advantage to corn 
by the late rain. It eame too late, and what did 
come visited only sections and was not general. 
Now and then a few fields of good corn are heard 
from, but it is quite a rarity. Ground bas been 
made ready for wheat quite extensively through- 
out this and adjoining counties, and will be sown 
as 800n as Providence provides more rain. 

WAUKEGAN, III., Sept. 4.—[Special. -The acre- 
age of corn as returned by the Assessors of the 
various towns of Lake County for 1884 is 23,584, as 
against 27,634 acres in 1883. The yivid of 1883 was 
reported at 738, bushels. The crop was the 
poorest ever raised in this section. The prospect 
for the crop of 1884 1s good. It stands high, and 
in most fleids the ground is well covered except in 
low spots. The average yield promises to be the 
largest for several years if not interfered with by 
storm or frost for ten days or two weeks. The 
acreage of wheat in Lake County is small. There 
probably were not more than from 2,500 to 3,000 
acres of wheat raised in the county, but that little 
yielded from twenty to thirty bushels to the acre. 
Oats are generally classed as good. Hay better 
than mediam in quality und fully up to the aver- 
age yield. Potatoes promise to yield a large crop. 


lows. 

Forrest City, Ia, Sept. 4.—-[Special.)—The 
weather still continues exceedingly favorable for 
corn. There bas been an abundance of rain, and 
the weather has been all that could be desired 
with the exception of about two days, when a Man- 
itoba wave swept over this section. But the wave 
was accompanied by ahigh wind and prevented 
frost. Most of the crop will require fuliy 
two weeks to be out of danger from frost. 
Wheat is reported at from twenty to twenty-five 

shels per acre of No. 1, barley at forty busbels, 
oka flax ane oats unusually good. It is safe to put 
down the oat crop at forty bushels per acre. Con- 
siderable cane, mostly of the amber variety, is be- 
ing cultivated this year. Good cane will yield 100 
gallons of sorghum per gere. which finds ready 
sale at 60 cents per gallon by the barrel. 
The cultivation of cane is steadily growing in favor. 
Experiments in sugar-making bave been made in 
this section, but, owing to imperfect machinery and 
want of skill and experience in the business, no 
great success has been achieved. Enough, how- 
ever, has been ascertained to warrant the belief 
that the pruject is entirely feasibie.

New York Herald, 8ept 2: Thomas Hughes, 
O. C., the author of Tom Brown's Scbook
